PESHTIGO. 


A Correspondent’s Account of the) 
isconsin Horror. 
[Menosha, Wis., Letter to the Clev eland Leader. 

Ihave just returned from what was once 
Peshtigo, whither I went. yesterday, that I 
might be able to give to the readers of the 
Herald a correct account of the destruction 
of that place. The vill was situated 
on Pesht river, seven ex m Green 
Bay. It was a nice ‘little town of about two 
thousand inhabitants, quite regularly laid out 
had fine hote stores, church schoolf, 
etc., besides the large factory owned by the 
Peshtigo Manufacturing Company, a sash 

oor and blind factory and foundry also owne 
by the same company, who owned nearly 
every building in the town. The factory was 
devoted to the manufacture of pails, tubs, 
broom-handles, etc., and gave employment 
to about seven hundred hands in the different 
branches 

The, town is nearly suirounded by fine 
forests, the suburban portions being built 
“among the pines.” The inhabitants have 
for the past ten days been fighting fire in the 
woods, trying to save the town, and had 
settled down into afceling of comparative 
security since the woods on all sides had been 
more or less burned over. 

On Sunday night an & were awakened from

As near as can at present be ascertained two 
hundred and fifty lives have been lost, mostly 
women and children. Although a good many 
men have perished, there are seventy-five who 
are badly burned, many of whiom will die, 
and nearly all are*more Or less burned. The 
destruction has: been 80 complete that the 
strects cannot be" traced, all being covered 
with sand whieh was swept in great clouds by 
the tornado.

Barney Aaron was a cockney, having been 
born in London, England. He was a son of 
old Barney Aaron, the English pugilist. His 
age up to a week ago was about 37 years. He 
came to this country over twenty years ago, 
and boarded in William street with a family 
named Sickles.

Scuvurz is a first-class 
engineer. Granted. But he is a human 
being. He has to sleep, like other men, 
and he is not ‘ubiquitous. Unfortunately 
he is not like Mrs. MaLaprop’s Mr. CERBE- 
nus, ‘two gentlemen in one.” He must 
Mave machinery and he must have people, 
not abstract ideas, to handle this ma- 


chinery. 
We fancy we can hear the nervous and 


honest enthusiast, somewhat disgusted, 
say—‘‘if it were not for just such talk there 
would be ao trouble about either the mien 
or the machinery.” Certainly there would 
not. But the world is full of just such 
talk, and we must take the world as we 
find it. There being a good deal of human 
nature in the world therefore, reduces all 
of our efforts to an earth-earthy level, and, 
in order to achieve, we must begin on the 
ground-floor and work up. Speeches 
won't do it. Editorials won't doit. They 
are merely modes of reaching the public 
attention. Beyond this, and more than 
this, individual effort, discreet, self-poised, 
well-directed, energetic personal eftort, 
graduated from the largest to the minutest 
and Cove-tailed into that slow-growing and 
sure-footed organism which men come to 
regard with love, fear, and hate—such be- 
ing the imperfection of that human nature 
which statesmen, moralists, philosophers, 
poets, and divines are trying to improve 
by good and moderate counsels—is needful 
to make that practical, which, in its origi- 
nal and more attractive shape, is thcoreti- 


cal and abstract. 
We do not mean to be understood as 


discrediting the practical abilities of CARL 
Scuurnz. Weknow him to be a strong 
and clear-headed man.. He is doing what 
needs myst be done in the inception of 
every movement. But, at present, he is 
playing the part of Dante the poet, not 
the part of Dante the statesman and war- 
rior. His own great countryman was~by 
no means incapacitated from the most real- 
istic affairs by his achievements in belles- 
lettres, and made perhaps a better prime 
minister on account of the powers which 
brought forth a Faust and a Wilhelm Meis- 
ter, a Mephistopheles and a Mignon. Nor 
must it be understood that we are setting 
ourselves upon a critical jack-stool to de- 
liver oracles of worldly wisdom at the ex- 
pense of a public man so eminent and so 
successful as the Missouri Senator. That 
is not *. We do not mean to dismiss him 
with the ready and cheap civilities of the 
drawing-room as a brilliant literary en- 
thusiast, who is in nobody's way, to be 
tolerated and even petted because he 
amuses us. We merely say that his pros- 
pectus is yet a piece of political litera. 
ture—bniliant though it be—and that it 
remains for the future to decide how far it 
is going to fasten itself to the necessities 


| and circumstances of our time. 


If we are asked what we think of it we 
have to answer that we think very well of 
it indeed. If we are asked what we shall 
do for it, we have to answer that we shall 
treat it kindly and give ita fair show. But 
this is all. We are not the maker or un- 
maker of parties. We are not the creator 
or the discoverer of party leaders. Parties 
and party leaders must spring of themselves, 
as it were, from the bosoms of the people. 

To simplify the thing by a common il- 
lustration, let us say that we are now rid- 
ing in the old-fashioned Democratic carry- 
all. We paid onr fare and took a through 
ticket a good while ago. Well, it has jolt-

‘fore we don’t mean to get out of 
our carry-all-and take it afoot over an un- 
knewn country. Nor can we stop to help 
Cant Scuunz make a new vehicle.

The Moral of the Chicago Matter. 

Quite a significant incident occurred at 
the mass meeting of citizens for the benefit 
of Chicago at the Court-house the other 
night.

She has given to Chicago certainly as much, 
and we think more, than any other city, 
considering her wealth and population; to 
Chicago that was built by the war against 
us; to Chicago, the site of Camp 
Douglas, the rigors and terrors of which 
so many of us remember; to Chicago, 
whence emanated so much undeserved 
hate and spite against the South. Is there 


not a moral in this? 
It has been frequently said by the Radi- 


cals that Kentucky, ever since the war, 
has been the ‘‘most rebel” of all the South- 
ern States.

It is not well to be too easily captivated. 
Reading Cart Scuurz, or listening to 
him, one is quite carriéd away by the irre- 
sistible brilliance and genuine power of 
his speech; the tangled web of politics un- 
winds itself and becomes plajn and knot- 
lesgp obstacles are brushed away, one after 
another, making a broad and graded ave- 
nue through a very labyrinth of difficul- 
ties; one after another pleasant prospects 
rise before the sight; the mist fades away 
from the valley, the sun comes down upon 
the ridges, and dangerous ahd swollen 
streams are overbridged by pretty arches 
as of cobweb and silver; the heart opens 
and the mind clears, and a new world—a 
world of beauty and enchantment—a 
world of delightful opportunities—a world 
where the dragons are sure to go to the 
wall and the villains are certain cdme to 
guief—stretches out before the i n. 
It is the wizard-touch of genius. It holds 
the relation to practical politics which fic- 
tion holds to common life. In truth, it 
has its uses. It pours into our public res- 
ervoir a punfying stream just as the crea- 
tions of poetry and romance pour into our 
moral and spiritual nature a flood of 
gracious and ennobling light, disclosing to 
us many things which nothing else could 
reach and show us. 

Cari Scuvnz is a poet-statesman, so to 
say; and this is to say of him that, like 
Dioxens, like Tennyson, like AVERBACH,, 
he is by no means a dreamer, but an actual 
power in the land. We do not mean to 
discredit his solid abilities. _Give him an 
area over which the influence of one man’s 
mind and effort will not be too much 
stretched and flattened—give him a field 
where his personal efforts will not be out- 
run by his inspiration, which needs must 
be greater than it is possible for his physi- 
cal exertions to be—give him, in a word, 
constant and direct access to the people to 
be moved, and he will present, as he has 
done in Missouri, the most encouraging 
examples of a realistic sort. But it is 
given to no man to bea worker of univer- 
sal effects. There is a limit set to human 
capacity. In Germany the work of GorTHE 
was 4, revolutionizing substance ; elsewhere 
it is as a grand and exquisite work of art. 
In England laws were advanced by 
CHARLES DiICKENs, but in America, recog- 
nizing the achievements of the moralist, 
we are chiefly dazzled and delighted by 
his eloquence. In Missouri Cari Scuurz 
has wrought a revolution; and we are ready 
to believe that he has subjected the good 
people of that State so thoroughly to his 
own strong, ardent and elevating spirit 
that they are equal to the work-a-day de- 
tails of the reforms proposed by him. 

But we have not this confidence in the 
people at large. When we look abroad 
over this vast new country; when we see 
parties, corporations and rings dividing 
the people into classes, regularly labelled 
and held fast by fear, or hate, or greed; 
when we see bayonets and money deployed 
skillfully and unscrupulously by corrupt 
leaders; when we see in universal suffrage 
the enginery of vicious demagogues; 
when we see the weak and timid solaced 
into security by one device after another, 
or scared into silence by power; when we 
find one sect and one section quite as brutal 
and selfish, each in its way, as its contest- 
ant for spoils; when we see able men, like 
Mr. STEPHENS, gone mad about a theory, 
and becoming the best instruments of the 
very despotism they think they are fight- 
ing; when we see an ardent lover of lib- 
erty and an ardent hater of corruption, 
like Mr. GREELEY, driven by force to sup- 
port that which is surely loosening all our 
old free fastenings; when we see enlight- 
ened and patriotic men, like HARLAN and 
SPEED, not only clinging to the Republican 
oligarchy, but in a manner compelled to 
stick to it, and perfectly honest jn their 
belief that it is not carrying us to destruc- 


| tion; when we see a considerable segment 
_ of ofr own party refusing to entertain the 
| most practical suggestions relating to law, 


justice and peace, yet ready to abandon 


ly dishonest scramble after plunder; when 
we find our efforts to bring our people 
back to the simple landmarks of the 
blessed old time when we were true at 
least in our patriotism, and when, for all 
its many false lights and errors, our pa- 
triotism was at least national, and find this 
good purpose checked and abridged by 
distrusts the most trival and suspicions 
the most scandalous and unworthy—all 
the result of the demoralizing scenes and 
the strange vicissitudes through which we 
have passed—when we behold and con- 
sider all this, we have no faith in the 
effort of a single man, great as he may be, 
to alter at once the nature and current of 
the times, and, by the ‘magic of the 
weirdest eloquence, to turn the channel of 
affairs out of its course in the presence 
and against the will of the tremendous 
machinery which meets the reformer evgzy- 
where heroes. 

It seems to us that the effort to form a 
third party comes unseasonably, too early 
or too late; and we doubt whether the dis- 
tinct and rude characteristics of our people 
admit of much success at any time in this 
direction. The scheme to withdraw one 
of the existing parties, to suspend its func- 
tions, is obviopsly impracti¢able. We are 
aware that it began in Kentucky, and that 
it has made some progress elsewhere. But 
it is of so absurd a sort that even its pro- 
jectors have abandoned it and fled the field, 
protesting piteously that they meant noth- 
ing of the kind. The retirement of the 
Democracy means the demise of the Demo- 
cratic party; and, as an organization, the 
party can not afford this in States like 
Kentucky, New York, Maryland, Dela- 
ware, Tennessee and New Hampshire, 
where the party is in power. Nor de we 
believe the Democracy of Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, to say nothing of other States, 
could be brought to abandon or suspend 
their organizations. 

To niake a movement successful it 
should be general. The Democracy failed 
in the late elections for lack of general con- 
cert. There was division, and division 
was enough. The policy advanced by the 
‘‘new departure” violated no principle, and

If those Democrats who really desire 
harmony in the party will do more and 
talk less in the directfon of a better under- 
standing all hands round, we shall have no 
difficulty securing the result desired.

They agree with 
us as to the settlement of the negro 
question. But they do not have confi- 
dence in the construction we put upon the 
enabling clauses. Like Governor Drxon, 
they are afraid to let those clauses pass lest 
they lose all in the radicalism of the times. 
They would have surer and stronger safe- 
guards thrown: round the ballot-box and 
judiciary, 

We think that the overthrow of the 
amendments is hopeless. We think that 
the attempt would be fatal. We think that 
sound Democratic construction would be 
sufficient. On these convictions we rest 
our judgment, and time will show whether 
we are right or wrong. 

So, as the record is fully made up, 
us cease to squabble over it. 

The proposition submitted by Governor 
Drxon obviates the trouble, and is unob- 
jectionable in itself. All of us can be sat- 
isfied with this. All of us can unite on 
it. None of us should want to mortify 
the other; and we can afford to square up 
the old account and open up a new set of 
books which place the cardinal principle 
of our faith in the f@reground and set 
aside those expedients, pro and con, which 
have divided us. 

Governor Drxox’s plan says to the 
New Departure, ‘“‘Come, now, you are 
well enough as far as you go; but youdon’t 
go far enough. Go apace further. Add 
to your honest acceptance of the settle- 
ment of the negro question contained in 
the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments, a positive proposition, se- 
curing our judiciary and our free elections 
from the dangers of the Radical interpreta- 
tion of their enabling clauses—give us a 
sixteenth amendment, restoring the rights 
of the States and crystallizing into the 
Constitution itself a fair and exact States 
Rights construction of the accepted 
amendments, and all will be well.” 

This is true and we indorse it. 

Then it says to those who have opposed 
the amendments: “Come, now, don’t be 
intemperate or obstinate. Let's have a 
truce to all this twaddle about Bourbons 
and New Departurites, The amendments 
are beyond our reach.

Mr. WEED is an exceedingly fortunate 
man. All the old soldiers upon whom a 
grateful country bestows the munificent 
pension of eight dollars a month are ex- 
ceedingly fortunate men. Mr. WEED is

As a people, we in Louisville have often, under 
similar circumatances, made no little to-do about 
building roads to the coal regions, and then 
when the cold weather was gone, have forgotten 
alg about it; this has been the case for the last 
twelve or fifteen years, nor do we seem to profit 
in the least degree by our experience, Two years 
ago it was believed that, by this time, a very fair 
supply would be at our command from the Ken- 
os river, but the Court of Appeals stepped in 

and forbade the subscriptions to the Kentucky 
River Improvement Company. Three or four 
years ago the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company precured a subacription of one million. 
dollars from the city for the extension of the 
Lebanon Branch to Knoxville, and one great fea- 
turein the prosecution of the work was, that 
there was an abundance of coal down about Rock- 
castie river, or just beyond; the city collected 
and paid over to the company about $200,000, 
and then the company stopped the subscription 
and stepped work, making a terminus, so to 
speak, right in the woods, and not more than 
ten miles from extensive coal beds; if this work 
had been prosecuted according to contract, we 
might have had a supply from that source, 
which, at this time of want, would have been 
@ great relief. All that can be dome now 
is to husband very earefully the 
supply on hand, and trust in a rise in the river.
